The committee on Affairs of State, to whom were referred "a 
bill to be entitled an act to authorize William Primm, of Fay. 
ette county, to emancipate certain persons therein named:" ''a 
bill to be entitled an act to confer upon certain persons therein 
named, a surname:" "a bill to be entitled an act to empower 
certain persons therein named to inherit the estate of William 
Primm:" and a resolution requesting the said committee to 
"enquire into the prnpricty of providing by law, for the remo· 
val from the State. of all negroes who arc now free, or who may 
be emancipated hereafter, &c. :" after considering the various 
matter:;i embraced in the bills and resolution, have instructed 
me to report :--

That upon examining the laws and constitution of the State, 
they find a statute approved 5th February, 1840, which is fo. 
tended to prevent the residence of free negroes in Texas, who 
have emigrated since the declaration of independence; and two 
other:;, one approved 12th December, 1840, and one approved 
15th December, 1840, which secure to certain free persons of 
color therein named, and all free persons of color, together 
with their families, who were residing in Texas, on the day of 
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the declaration of independence, the right to remain in Texas. 
'l'he constitution gives the L cgit;lature the power to pass 

the bills, but the previou::i lcgislation of T exas has dearly shown 
a clispo:;itton to prevent an increase of the number of free oe­
groe,, in the State. There arc about two hundred and fifty 
free pcr:-:011'.'! of color now in Texal31 and the committe can see 
no good rca::.on why the policy of the State should be chan· 
ged, ;:;o a.-1 to incrca:se the number. If slavery brings evil up­
on a country, free negroes bring still greater evils, and large 

'nuro:)cr:-: vi free negroes mingled with slaves bring about 
the greatest of all evils. If these bills should be passed, the 
Legislature ongbt, in justice, to extend the same privilege::i to 
all persona SWlilarly situated, or they would be establi:shing 
a spccie:i of free ·negro exclusivism, which is contrar.Y to the 
spirit of our in:;titutions. 

~ The com mitt ce are opposed to that kind of legislation which 
fills our stn.1 ute books with private acts, when general Jaws 
will a nswer n.11 purposes, if the principles contained in the spe­
cial laws he good. The question then properly before the com­
mittee is thiis: ls it the policy of Texas to encoqra.ge the in­
crease of free negroes in the State? The committee think that 
this question should be settled at once. Believing free ne­
groes to be the greatest of all nuisances in a slave state, the 
committee hope that the Senate will decide in favor of the 
settled policy of the State. and re'fase to pass the bills and let 
the laws remain as they now stand. 

The committee "have a duty to discharge to the State, and 
although a Falker bas appealed to their sympathies in be.half 
of bis children, and although they have no right to control the 
peculiar taste of any individual, who may regret the unfortun­
ate position in which he has placed himself, by the indulgeace 
of his feelings; they do not feel disposed to encourage otben1r 
to put themselves in a similar situation. When a man places 
himself by his own act, in a disagreeable situation, contrary to 
the laws of the country, in violation of public sentiment, and. 
in opposition to the moral feelings of the people among whom.. 
he resides, he ought to bear his misfortunes with the resigna­
tion of a martyr, or migrate to a country wbese institutioDE' 
are more io accordance with his sitoatioll and feelings. 

The committee have, therefore, instructed me to return the

The Judiciary committee have had under consicleration, "A 
bill to be entitled an act to provide for vesting in the :State es­
cbeated property," and have made the following amenumente 
thereto. 

First amendment. 
Add to section 11th, ''and if the same be personal property 

or real estate, he shall dispose thereof at public auction, in the 
manner provided by law, for the sale of property under exe­
ecution." 

Second amendment. 
Substitute the twelfth section, as follows: 
"That the District Attorney for the district, shall cause two 

copies of the record and account of sale, to be exemplified un­
der the seal of the Court, and shall cause one of the same to 
he deposited in the office of the ComptrollCT of Public Ac­
counts, and the other to be recorded in the office of the recor­
der of the county in which the ,property was sold, and such re­
cord shall preclude aJl parties and privies thereto, their heirs 
and assigns." 

'l' hlrd amendment. 
In the 15th section, strike out the words, ''within ten years," 

in second line, and in seventh line, strike out, after the word 
~estate" the words "is situated" and insert, the words "was 
ao1a:·

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Fourth amendment. 
Strike out the 17, 18, 19, 20 and 21st sections. 
Fifth amendment. 
Strike out the words, "the Treasurer and Comptroller of the 

State" in the 12th and 13th lines of the 22nd section and insert 
the word "him.'' 

The subject of forfeitures and escbeats, is one which seems 
to have engaged the attention of the Legislative assemblies of 
the country, from its earliest history as a nation, to the period 
ofthfl termination of its nn.tional character. By reference tG 
the fourth section of the thirteenth articlit, or schedule of the 
Constitution; it will be seen that, all fines, penalties, forlei~· 
ures and escheats, which under the laws and Constitution oI 
the Republic; had accrued to the Republic, are secured to tlie 
State; and by the same part of the constitution, the Legisla­
ture is required to provide a method for determining what 
lands may have been forfoited or escheated. The committee 
then suppose it incumbent upon the Legislature to do th&! 
which the constitution directs in this behalf, and without here 
entering into a di!3cussion of the power of the State, on the sub­
ject of this bill, or its policy, the same is herewith returned with 
the amendments specified, and recommended to the favorable 
consideration of the Senate.
